T h e U se fu l A r tlr le s W er e K n o w n In R nrly 
T im e s to (eg y p tia n s. 
P in s are, a* tho saying girns, as old as 
tho lulls. In some form or another they 
have been in existence over *iuce our 
first parents clothed themselves in fig 
leaven, which grew w ild in the garden 
of Eden. Ash m utter of fact, pins claim 
a very high antiquity, tho earliest form 
being tho n atu ral thorn, w hich is still 
until to Nome extent by tho peasant 
w om en of upper Egypt. 
In prehistoric 
tim e* pin* w ere also m ade of tile sm all 
bones of fish and anim als. 
A m ong thi rem ains of the luke dw ell­ 
ers of Europe havo btvu found bro nae 
pins and broil ae broncho*, iii w hich the 
pins form the prom inent feature, m any 
of w hich an* highly ornamental and 
very b e au tifu l 
A few oopper anil one 
iron pin have also been found. 
It i» es­ 
tim ated that 10,000 pius have btvu col­ 
lected at the I OC murine station of S w it­ 
zerland alone. 
A few of these have dou­ 
ble HteniM an d w ere probably used us 
hairpins. 
T here have becut found at 
Peachier© pins w hich are exactly the 
Biune iii form tm the safety pin* of the 
present tim e. 
Am ong the *iuglc stem 
pius are m any ingenious devices for 
preventing the spike from passing en­ 
tirely through the cloth or o th er m a­ 
terial it is used for fastening together. 
Many of them an- so form ed th a t they 
arc thicket in some places th an in o th ­ 
ers. 
A large number, both of bone and 
broose, hod the head form ed of a loose 
rin g passed through an eye in the pin. 
K few of them have the a p p a ra n c e of 
the scarfpin now in use. 
In E gypt pins

w hile in ancient Rome brouze pin* and 
bout- hairpins w ith ornam ental beedi 
have been discovered am ong relics of 
Pom peii.
